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COMMUNIQUE 



The Uniicd States - People's Republic of China Joint Commission on Scientific and 
Technological Coopcrauon met in Washington D.C., on April 12, 1994. The Commission 
was established by the. 1979 Agreement Between the Govenuncni of the Uniicd States of 
America and die Govemmcni of the Pcop]c*s Republic of China on Cooperation in Science 
and Technology, The Joint Commission Meeting was co-chaired by Dr. John H. Gibbons 
Assistant to the President for Science and Technology, and Dr. Song Jian, State Counciior 
I and Chairman of the State Science and Technology Commission of China. 

J Dr. John H. Gibbons welcomed Dr. Song Jian and the distinguished members ofiiis 
I dclegadon to Washington. D.C. (delegation lists attached). Dr. Gibbons and Dr. Song 
J highlighted the state of science and technology affairs in each country since 1987, the last 
: meeting date of the Joint Commission. Executive Secretaries from both governments gave a 
3 brief ovcr^Msw of their meeting of March 2-4. 1994. in Washington D.C. where science and 
J technology cooperation, including 27 protocols, between the two governments was reviewed 
3 and discussed (copy of report attached). Four examples of successful cooperation in 
j agriculture and environmental sciences were highlighted as a means of demonstrating the 
i murjal benct'it of science and technology coopcrauon to both, countries. Opportunities for 
j expanded cooperation were presented and discussed, from both governmental and private- 
j sector perspectives. Four illustrative areas were chosen to demonstrate opportunities for 
j expanded cooperation: health (drug development for cancer and AIDS); environmental 
• irchnologics; energy (clean coal, renewable, and energy efficiency technologies); and 
; stdvanced materials (high temperature superconductors, rare earth chemistry, and automotive 
1 icaicrials). Both sides expressed a desire to advance cooperation in the four areas listed as 
wll as others.
